Kopp sent a mailer endorsing 
Tang to conservative Caucasian 
voters in the Sunset District， 
where her campbaign was weak.

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Debate over Deukmejian's Veto of AB2813 


Governor Did Not Veto 
Bilingual Education 


By CLAYTON FEFONG 
A great deal of confusion 
has arisen Over Gov.， George 
Deukmejian's recent veto of 
AB2813，the so-called bilingual 
education bill Based on ques- 
tions directed to the governor”S 
Office of Community Relations， 
it appears that much of this 
confusion stems from a misun- 
derstanding of the bill itself. 

The fact is，AB2813 was not 
a "billingual education bill.” It 
was an attempt to automatically 
extend five educational pro- 
grams， lncluding bilingual 
education，for another five 
yearsS. 

Since California"*s bilingual 
education program is not due 
to expire _ until June 30，1987， 
the bill came one year early. 
And it came without any Sub- 


Stantial Teview of the cost 
cffectivenesSs of the state 
pbITOgTram. 


The bill also did not take 
into account the _ effects of 
Proposition 4，which will 1imit 
state Spbpending in 1987. Proposl- 
tion 4，approved by voters in 
1979，freqnuires that state spend- 
ing not increase faster than 
population and consumer prices. 
Although economic conditions 
brevented the 1limit from being 
triggered in the past，today?s 
Strong economic growth and 
low prices will cause it to go 
into effect next year. 

AS a result of the 
1imit，every program 
reviewed to determine how the 
State can best afford the Ser- 
vices provided in the past. 

The Sunset Review Advisory 
Committee，whlich recommended 
keepling the current bilingual 
education program，did So with- 
out considering the state spend- 
ling constraints. 

The governor has asked the 
State Department of Finance to

will be 


look at the bilingual program 
as bart of the entire budsget. 
Without that information， no 
decisions can be made abonut 
how best to _ serve the needs of 
the entire state. The Depart- 
ment of Finance findings will 
come as a part of the budget- 
ary process in early 1987. 

While the Department of 
FEinance Studies the program， 
YOU can Test asSsured the gover- 
nor'S veto has not affected 
bilingual education. No ”pro- 
grams were canceled，no fund- 
ling was removed and no teach- 
erSs laid off. In fact，the only 
effect was to Stop the prema- 
ture_ extension of a 9$1 billion 
program before it could be 
adequately reviewed. 

There are now Several options 
available to the Legislature 
when it meet again in Decem- 
ber. The Legislature may find 
ways to improve the current

PARTISAN POLITICS OVER EDUCATIONAL NEEDS

There is no confusion over 
Gov. George Deukmejian?s 
veto of Assembly Bill 2813. 

The veto represented  a 
victory for narrow partisan 
politics over the_ educational 
needs of California”s half- 
million limited-English- 
proficient students. 

Had it been Signed into 
law by the governor， AB 
2813 would have mandated 
Significant improvements to 
the State”"s bilingual education 
program， In addition to 
extending the life of four 
other State-funded education 
programs. 

JInstead，the governor's veto 
of AB 2813 has thrown the 
bilingual education program 
into a state of uncertainty 
for the 1986-1987 school year 
and beyond. 

In 1983，Deukmejian signed 
into a law a "sunset review" 
procedure to examinie the 
effectiveness of state-funded 
educational programs.，includ- 
ing bilingual education， 
Scheduled to expire in June 
1987. 

This review procedure spe- 
cifically called for the 
creation of a 12-member Sun- 
set Review Advisory Commit- 


tee to Submit a comprehen- 


Silve Teport to the state 
Legislature by the Fall of 
1985. 


The Sunset legislation noted 
the Urgency to review these 
education programs on a 
timely basis So that "School 
districts and county offices 
of education would not be 
Subject ,to Unnecessary confu- 
Sion and disruption in plan- 
ning and administering 


(these) programs." 
TI had the opportunity to 


Serve on this bipartisan 
Sunset Review Advisory Com- 
mittee， whose members 
included educators， School 
administrators and community 
representatives appointed by 
the governor，the Assembly 
Speaker and the Senate pro 
tempore. 

FEor nine months in 1985S， 
the committee met with and 
gathered testimony from 
many parents，Sstudents，teach- 
erSs and School administrators 
throughout California about 
the  _ effectiveness of the 
bilingual education program. 
The committee made Special 
efforts to seek the views of 
critics of bilingual education. 

The _ committee did not 
have to _ consider any State 
Spending constraints because 


the 


the _ state bilingual education 
program neither mandates nor 
provides any Specific funds. 
The state bilingual education 
program Simply，but force- 
fully， sets forth _ classroom 
and other program require- 
ments to be met by 1local 
School dlistricts to _ serve the 


needs of 1lmited-English- 
proficient students. 
In the end，the Sunset 


Review Advisory Committee 
unanimously recommended to 
the state Legislature _ that the 
bilingual education program 
has been _ effective and should 
be extended beyond June 
1987，with certain improve- 
ments to be implemented. 
Upon receipt of the com- 


mjittee"s Teport， the state 
Legislature held its Oown 
hearings and studied the 


merits of the bilingual educa- 
tion program for one year 
from 1985 to 1986. The Leg- 
islature incorporated an 
overwhelming majority of the 
Sunset Review Advisory Com- 
mittee"'s recommendations into 
AB 2813 and sent the bill to 
the governor for his signa- 
ture. 

In his veto message，the 
governor claimed he wanted 
State Department of 
Finance to Teview the cost 


effectiveness of bilingual 则 
education. This proposed 出 
review of cost effectiveness 
isS 3a Tuse for obstructionists ， 
and anti-bilingual opponents 
to Sabotage the state bilingual 
education program. The 
independent legislative ana- 
lyst has already decided the 
state bilingual  _ education 
program is cost effective. 

Any bilingual education 
legislation adopted now to 
take effect on an Urgency 
basis at the -start of the 
1987-1988 School year would 
requlire a 2/3 vote of the 
State Leglislature. Anti- 
bilingual education legislators 
have enough votes to block a 
2/3 vote. The governor'Ss veto 
places the opponents of bilin- 
gual education into the dri- 
ver's Seat. Armed with hostil- 
ity _ toward and misunder- 
standing of bilingual educa- 
tion，anti-bilingual-education 
leglslators will have a field， 
day to emasculate the state 
bilingual education program. 

Limited-English-proficiett 
students in _ California do _ not 
deserve .these legislative 
miseries，IThese .Students need 
quality bilingual education 
programs，not partisan politi- 
cal gamesmanship.

5AN FRANCISCO -There is about porcelain some quality of alluring grace， 
a daintiness of material or a pleasing play of color which has an aesthetic 
appeal， 


Regarded as the most precious and highly organized expression of the 
potters art，porcelain is often called china or chinaware because China is 
the land of its origin and first manufacture, From early Neolithic times to 
the 20th century， the Chinese have been developing and refining the art 
of porcelain ceramics-making. Theirtechnical standards and artistic perfec- 
tion have yet to be Surpassed. 


Originally， the Chinese potter made works intended for household and 
ritual purposes, Howeven when a particular method of creation was mas- 
tered，and often even before，decorative te hniqdues were also being de- 
veloped|， 


One of the hallmarks of Chinese ceramic achievement was the creation of 
monochrome or single-color porcelain pieces perfected during the reigns 
of emperors kang HSsi (1662-1722) Yung Cheng (1723-1735)，and Chien 
Lung (1736-1795) of the earlier periods of the Qing Dynasty (1644-1911)， 


TOURING EXHIBIT 


Asampling of works from these periods is Currently on display at the Chi-

Holiywood Road, where antiques are 
sold, in Hong Kong ss Central District 
and LiYuen Street (both East and 
West), where trinkets and inexpensive 
clothing and accessories are Sold. 


Hong Kong residenits agree that the 
best pricesin town are the fixed 
Price ”ones at the Chinese Arts 
Stores, where goods made in Maln- 
land China are Sold and where hold- 
ing aforeign passport gets one a 10 
percent discount .The jade market is 
Still a good place to buy gems. This 
casual market is open from 10 a.m. to 
mid-afternoon along Canton Road. 


There are two Schools of thought 
regarding tailor-made clothing 
Businessmen who travel often to the 
Far East claim hotel tailors can turn 
out good quality Shirts in 24 hours at 
between US9$10 and $15 apiece，

For women, the supply of ready-made 
clothing makes tailored goods less 
enticing.

Afinal wordq about prices and pur- 
chases. Everywhere in Hong Kong the 
emphasis is on selling at the moment, 
There are no Substitutes for product 
knowledge and a keen eye to pos- 
Sible defects. lf the price seems 
unbelievably low, the item may be an 
Imitation. Counterfeit gold Rolex 
watches are the rage for US$25,， with 
the genuine item, which merchants 
Say are difficult to keep in stock， 
selling for just under $7.000. 


According to the Hong Kong Tourist 
Association, buyers may feel more 
comfortable shopping for goods in 
Shops displaying Tourist Association 
membership. If acustomer has a 
problem with a purchase, the Hong 
kong TouristAssociation will follow up 
on the complaint. For gem buyers the 
Gold Hallmarking Ordiriance requires 
all gold items above 8K solid gold 
content to be marked guaranteeing 
real gold content. Likewise, reputable 
jewelers will give a 100% refund for 
any defect in workmanship.

known internationally for its cuisine， 
Hong kongs reputation for fine Can- 
tonese dining has grown to include 
quality international restaurants. 
Doreen Leung, 40, is one of the 
best-known food critics in a city 
where over 3,000 restaurants serve 
millions of diners daily. Her range of 
contacts in the culinary circuit keeps 
her alert to changes. She is well 
respected in Hong Kongs dining 
community and writes on food for 
more than 20 Chinese publications. 


During this interview, Leung chooses 
to dine at the Shang Palace, located 
In the Ilower lobby of the Shangri-La 
Hotel, one of the top-10 ,Chinese 
restaurants In Hong Kong. Leung 


brings along Several frilends to sample 


the culsine. The restaurant manager 
greets her warmly. 


Self-educated, Leung began her 
career at the age of 16 when she 
answered an ad forawriterin a 
Chinese newspaper The editor liked 
her writing Style and hired her For 
many years she wrote regularly， 
gilving advice to the lovelorn and 
answering readers questions. 


In the mid-1970s, Leung tired of the 
work, and cast about for a more 
interesting SublectaHer attention 
turned to food, anatural Subject for 
Hong Kong readers given the city S 
insatiable thirst for gastronomlical 
delights, In 1976, she founded Fooa 
Woma Magazine and served as editor 
until 1984. The 50,000 circulation 
Chinese magazine is read avidly by 
Chinese-speaking gourmands inter- 
nationally. 


Freshness is at the heart of good 
Cantonese cooking, says Leung. She 
is hesitant to single out favorite res- 

taurants, but discusses how Hong 


Kongs competitive restaurant market 
led to the creation of a New Hong 
Kong cuisine 一 one that combines 
presentation, preparation and service 
at a reasonable price. 


RIGHT MIXTURE 


Cantonese food requires the right 
mixture of flavors andg textures, SayS 
Leung. She is crltical of restaurants 
that don't take the time to properly 
prepare the ingredients before cook- 
ing a dish. 


For instance, crispy chicken, a favor- 
ite Cantonese dish, redquires Several 
hours of preparation to assure the 
crispiest skin, complemented by the 
most succulent meat, Says Leung. 
This is achieved by parbolling a 
young chicken in seasoned Water， 
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and then hanging it to dry for several 
hours after rubbing it with an egg 
white-vinegar mixture.ltis then 
deep-fried, without batter to get the 
best, crispy chicken.

The winter melon Soup makes a 
favorable impression among the 
diners. Leung says the trick to prepar- 
ing this soup is to steam the melon for 
about an hour with a salty preserved

In softer Fabrics and Catalogue Sales 


Hong Kongs garment business is 
among the most competitive in the 
world. Cheap labor and the colony'S 
tax-free status make Hong Kong- 
made clothing competitive. Aggressive 
merchants who actively sell copies， 
Over-runs and seconds, as well as the 
Open-to-the-public wholesale outlets， 
increase revenues for the Hong Kong 
industry. 


The readyrto-wear and tailormade 
portions of the garment economy are 
among the top earners in Hong 
Kongs tourist sales, accounting for 
HKk$1.78 billion (US$228 millicn ) 
according to the Hong Kong Tourist 
Association 


Atthe foundation of the industry is the 
garment worker In Hong Kong the 
person behind the sewing machine is 
generally a woman who works long 
hours, Six days a week, earning only a 
few hundred US dollars a month. 


wlothing manufacture demands 
cheap labor 一 and as international 
competition sharpens, the global 
assembly line continues to expand 
eastward to less developed countries 
The US garment industrys promotion 
of the "Made in the U.SA"label is an 
attemptto encourage US consumers 
to Support US garment workers and 
Counteract the growing trade im:- 
balance prompted by the low wages 
in Asia. 


“Oriental workers are skillful workers， 
but they need guidance"says Magda- 


lena Lee, managing director of M. 
Magtague Co. Ltd. Lee is one of the 
few women in Hong Kong who over- 
see theirown manufacturing com- 
panies. Though she has run her firm 
forthe past 11 years, her name is 
unknown in the US because of her 
work behind the scenes, providing 
Hong Kong-manufactured products 
to top US designers. 


Unlike other manufacturers， her 
company sells only the exclusive 
foreign imports on the designer label. 


Born in Canton, Lee lived in England 
until she was 14 and came to Hong 
kong to study at a Canadian convent 
School Trained and educated in the 
American market at the Fashion 
Institute of Technology and Saks Fifth 
Avenue, she returned to Hong Kong 
in the mid-1970s to start her own 
company. For the past eleven years 
she has been making garments for 
leading designers. 


QUALITY CONTROL 


Eee believes her company is unidque 
in that she takes quality control very 
Seriously. She has ateam of quality- 
Control experts who Survey her fac- 
tories 一 atrick she learned from the 
Americans.She comments that US 
manufacturers Still make the best 
jackets and pants, because they have 
the equlpment to do it 


Asked about the big business in 
discounted designer goods, Lee 
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explains how the sale of damaged 
goods or seconds is conducted. 
These goods are sold on the open 
market ayear aften with the label 
generally cut off. As overruns, shirts 
and jeans are the excess brought into 
the market without the labels. As a 
manufacturer concerned about the 
Counterfeiting trade, Lees company is 
one of hundreds alert to the sales of 
Bangkok and Filipino counterfeits in 
the marketplace, and acts quickly to 
take them to court and short-circuit 
their operations when they threaten 
goods in the larger stores. 


Lee emphasizes the importance of 
accuracy in amanufactured garment. 
The attention to fine details makes the 
difference between mass:produced， 
cheaper Asian garmnets and Euro: 
peanr-type quality. 


Theres alimited supply of skilled 
garment workers in Hong Kong, Says 
[ee: 
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Because of her demand for quality， 
Lee gives her workers two weeks' 
training., Ifthey arent good enough， 
She fires them or they leave. 


FUTURE TRENDS 


What are the future trends in the 
garment business? Lee feels readyz=tos 
Wear will continue to be popular as 
informal lfestyles force the manufac= 
ture of clothing that conforms to new 
lfestyle patterns. She sees the popU- 
larity of softer fabrics rising, and 
reflects that the trend away from jeans 
and denim was influenced by the fact 
that they gave no tenderness tothe 
body. The rise in interest in costume 
jewelry and natural fiber rayon and 
knits are indications of an increasingly 
mobile lifestyle, says Lee. 


Finally she sees the market turning to 
increased catalog sales. Career 
women, confident in their own taste， 
donthavetime to shop and preferto 
order by mail 


Hong Kong is notimmune to competi- 
tion in the fast-paced fashion industry， 
Says Lee. She is watching the de- 
velopment of manufacturing in the 
Peoples Republic of China 一 which 
She believes could pose the biggest 
competitive threat to Hong Kong.

SAN FRANCISCO - JIn the 
late 1970s，Asian，Hispanic and 
black programs on public tele- 
Vision and radio were practically nonexlistent. In reSsponse，the 
Corporation for Public Broadcasting (CPB) gave startup funds to 
a _ number of non-profit organizations. Among them was NAATIA， 
the National Asian American Telecommunications Assocliation. 

Today，the SFE-based NAATA wields a _ national influence on the 
portrayal of Asians in the media. Ihough lt operates on 3a 
Spartan budget，it conducts a staggering range of activities. 

NAATA solicits and packages films with Asian American 
themes and markets them to public television; produces Tadio 
documentaries;，organizes an annual Asian American International 
Film Festival，acts as a _ "media watchdog"” to Speak out against 
ASsian Stereotypes; promotes the hiring of Asians as advisors， 
producers and technical assistants in the film industry; operates 
an informational clearinghouse，with job 1listings，reports and 
updates on projects of interest to Asians; and publishes 3a 
quarterly newsletter on Asians and the media，which 1ls sent to 
2,300 Subscribers nationally. 

Assisted by part-time staffers and volunteers，NAATA has 
chapters in NY，LA，and Washington，DC. TIhroughout the nation， 
members organize protests against films with raclial stereotypes， 
such as year oj ijhe Dragont，publicize airings of NAATA- 
sponsored TV and radio shows，and assist ASsians with indepen- 
dent film projects. 

Jim Yee，NAATA'S executive director，was born and raised in 
NY Chinatown， A former Social worker，TV producer and gradu- 
ate school teacher，he explained what attracted him to NAATA 
during an interview at the South of Market headquarters in SE. 

"Challenge，idealism，nalvete ability to do Something that 
hasn'"t been done before,”said Yee，looking up from a desk half 
buried in manlla folders. 


"Technology has provided us a way of controlling our Own 
media for the first time， It's not a question of controlling the 
channel in your home，it"s a question of: how does it go on the 
.air，what are the Stories that are allowed to be told? As Asian 
Americans， we have the responsibility to make Sure it's a 
diversified point of view,"” he said in his rapid-fire NY accent. 

NAATA puts most of its funds into programming. IThe Success 
of SiK _ Screen，NAATA'S series of Six half-hour Asian American 
documentaries and docu-dramas，led to a second and third series， 
all of them shown nationalliy on public IV. 

Bazzpoo Radio，a _ series of four half-hour radio programs，has 
been equally well received.， 7JTndocjninatomw，about SF?'S Tenderloin 
District，won a CPB award this year for excellence In news and 
public affairs broadcasting. 

Although NAATA gets funding from many Sources，the CPB 
remains its prime backer， "That relationship will be changed， 
said Yee. "In 1light of the growing conservatism and lack of 
leadership within public broadcasting，Pparticularly the CPB，the 
handwriting is on the wall. We have to look for other funding.” 

NAATA'S plan for the next three to four years，he Said，1ls to 
"strengthen our home base in the Asian American population of 
California and to promote ouUIT goals and purpose. People need to 
know what we're_ doing. All too often they look at the product， 
but they don't realize how difficult it is to work in an environ-

ment that's brimarily white and conservative. 

"In- Some ways,"” Said Yee，"media represents perhaps one of the 
last stages of the civil rights movement，in that we're looking for

Hong Kong means many things to many people.， To most，jlit ls a giant department store where 
dcsigner clothes，precious jewelry，and the latest _ electronic goods can be purchased at bargain prices 
or a city of luxurious hotels and exquisite restaurants unmatched anywhere in the world.， To most 
childrcn，it is the place from which many of their favorite toyS come.  Io business people，Hong 
Kong is the foremost financial center in Asia and a place to make a _ quick fortune，at least for 
the skillful or lucky ones,， To a growing number of Chinese Americans，it is all of the above and 
a _ place where their friends and relatives live. 

But to China，Hong Kong remains a powerful reminder of China?s humiliating past. It was a 
piece Of Chinese real estate turned ,over to Britian at the conclusion of the Opium War (1839-1842) 
under the unequal Treaty of Nanking. FEor about 100 years，it was an important Shipping center 
for unequal trade between China and the Western world. The hostile relations between China and 
the US in the post-war era，including a US-sponsored trade embargo，bencefitecd Hong Kong's rapid 
dcvclopment into a light manufacturing and financial center during the past 40 ycars and trans- 
formed the British colony into a major center for international trade and tourism. The colony 
became the foremost trade outlet for China, ; 

The 142 years of national shame and humiliation finally ended on Dec. 19，1984，with a Sino- 
British joint declaration in Beijing on the future of Hong Kong in which both countries agreed to 
restore Hong 玫 ong to China on July 1，1997. Under the agreement， Hong 天 ong will remain capi- 
talistic and autonomous for at least 5$0 years. The agreement，negotiated .over a two-year period 
amid much trepidation，is an acknowledgement of the new geopolitical reality in Asia. 

The agreement has helped calm the nerves of the business elite in Hong Kong and helped steer 
Hong Kong through the devastating recession also encountered by South Korca，Taiwan and Singa- 
pore.， In the meantime，American and Japanese _ investments have increased Sharply as Hong Kong 
prepares for the 1997 transition. 

The agreement，however，does not negate the existence of many Social，economic and political 
problems in Hong Kong.， These have to be worked out in the _ near future Eor the_ time being， 
there 1Ss a stable political framework for working out these problems.
